He is r 
striving for a unification of the many-factioned Latvian emigration, where he 
advocates the point of view that Latvian Democracy can only be based on the poli- 
tical parties. He .has dislike for the former authoritarian regime of Ulmanis 
and for the attempt among the emigration to restore that regime after the libe- 
ration of Latvia. Is also a principal opponent of socialism.
